Capetown (CP)—Taxation re- 
lief amounting to  £16,000,000 
($72,000,000) was announced by 
Minister of Finance and Educa- 
tion J. H. Hofmeyr in the South 
African budget. speech. 

Most of the wartime taxes have 
either been abolished or greatly 
modified, the minister disclosed. 
These include motor car sales, 
tax telephone surcharge and rail- 
way tax. Four pence (eight cents) 
per gallon is to come off 
price of gasoline.

Q. Is there a ceiling price.on 
drycleaning? I sent a coat to 
be shortened and pressed and 
paid $2. Last year I paid only 
75e for the same thing. 

A. There certainly is a ceiling 
price on dry ‘cleaning, pressing, 
etc. Such stores must not tharge 
more than was charged bf them 
in’ 1941. Of course prices varied 
from store to store and the same 
practice-exists today. If you have 
absolute oroof that the same store 
charged these two different prices 
for the same service, write, to us 
again giving full details and we 
will investigate. 

Q. Is there any restriction on 
selling a small house in one 
city and buying a larger one in 
another city? * 

A, There is no WPTB regula- 
tion governing the sale of houses. 
You are quite at liberty to sell 
your house and buy another at 
any time. We would suggest that 
before you purchase this larger 
house you check carefully as to 
whether or not you can obtain 

possession. The present tenants 
are no doubt protected by the 
“freezing order” and you may be 
unable to give them notice to 
vacate. 

Q. We Intend to rent our 
summer cottage this year, Do 
we have to have the rent fixed 
by the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board? ~ 

A. Yes, Apply to the nearest 
office of the Rentals Administra- 
tion of the Board and you will be 
given complete information on 
the procedure to have rents fixed. 

Q. Why is it that some of the 
large dairies where butter is 
made cannot supply their reg-

Though co-operatives carry.on business in exactly the

But if “patronage dividends” are to be 
treated as an ordinary expense of doing business, 
and allowed to be deducted in computing taxable 
income, the door will be wide open for the pay- 
ment of all profits as “patronage dividends”, leaving 
nothing to tax.
